THOUGHTS ON SRI RAMAKR1SHNA 



Cjt RI Ramalcrishna is a remarkable instance 
(r* m the iiisto* y of II inchi ism of its 
inheient poweis foi synthesis and eclectic 
repieseutatfon. He possessed an amazing 
sense of umversalit\ , m f ict this \yas the 
unique feature in the make-up of his per- 
sonality, TluoUghout the entirety of the 
modem intellectual efloit one finds paramount, 
amongst all tlunkeis, the seaich for an ali- 
m'clusive one-ness. Seen ui tin’s light, mid 
through the perspective of Hinduism, Sii 
Ramalcrishna was one of the most powerful 
intellectual factors- in the history of the 
Modern TtaVisition in India. Fioin the veiy 
earliest period in his spiritual realisations, one 
fmds him bent on the discovety of the uni 
versal elements in Hinduism Though a 
most ardent "devotee of the Motliei, — both in 
the Personal and Impersonal forms of tins 
Divine Ideal — he was none the lessors anient 
ft devotee of the othei Ideals in Hinduism. 
Those who have become acquainted will) the 
narrative o( his. spiritual experiences, cannot 
but pause ij* uondei at the magnitude of his, 
efforts and realisations along all lines of 
religious eiuleavoui. He was no fanatic, 
bound down to one religions outlook j he 
possessed the same intensity fot each and 
eveiy religions fonn ; and*of eveiy idigions 
outlook he was at puce the Master and the 
Piophet. 

To illustrate the fotegomg aigument would 
necessitate the opening of a series of volumes 
with respect to his icligious austerities and 
their fruits in all their details. One idea 
after anothei lie assimilated in the course of 
his great aspiiation. His consciousness 
exhibited an almost inexplicable flexibility

He has done his Karma in the only true way in 
which it could be done.

He was not a lucre dreamer, 
nn intellectual enthusiast fond of displaying, the 
feafs of his brain-power* to an admiring audience, 
lie was a constructive reformer of a most practical 
turn of minif. He bad realised everything that ho 
said, and expressed it in utter disregard of what 
tiie world thought of him Opposition, vilifica- 
tion, malice. both from witlun India. and outside it, 
were burled at him in a most brutal fashion, but he 
found love everywhere, even in those who maligned 
him, and stood up for liutli undaunted. 

According to him the pne cause for all miseries 
in India was ignorance and degradation of the 
masses At every moment of his short but 
crowded and eventful life he was* unceasing in his 
efforts to bring home to our minds the dire neces- 
sity for educating the masses. The deterioration 
in the national character, the lack of faith in our- 
selves were all due to only one cause and that is 
absence <»f true education amongst us. The world’s 
civilisation can roughly lie divided into two — 
Ancient and Modern What is the gulf that 
separates the two, one from the other? It Is 
the education of the masses. Among the; ancients 
culture ami education were-ibe property of thd 
patricians, a handful of men who by dint of posi- 
tion and’ royal authority monopolised the intelli- 
gence of the land, while the civilisation of to-day 
is (he property of the plebian — the commoner 
the masses. If we are to rise in the scale of 
nations the only way for it would be by educating 
the depressed and the down-trodden com;

What gi eater service can his 
disciples do. to him than bj casing the banner 
which he held aloft with credit? Work, work 
whole-heartedly for your fellowmen, raise them from 
the mire of ignorance and misery and make them 
realise the potent divinity which resides tn all with- 
out distinction of creed, colour, race and position 
Then you. would have lived well ) our life as the 
follower of one of the greatest of men. 

Swamiji’s outlook on the affairs of men was 
broad and unique. He ignored small, petty dif- 
ferences and wasted not a single second .of his 
precious time on ephemeral subjects. The pro- 
blem's of touching and non-touching, the eating of 
this or that and the wearing of one thing or an- 
olhcr were all beneath his sphere of talk and. action 
He interested himself in 'the wider issues of human 
activity and declined to discuss matters of trivial 
importance.

He preached the Religion 
of harmony, love and assimilation. He condemned 
no system of religion.

In him the Sermon on- tbe Mount 
found the most rational exponent He condemned 
not a single faith, vilified not a single religion, but 
welcomed them all as manifold paths for realising 
the ONE-SELF 

But if is not enough to remember the lif^of 
Swarai Vive^anahda a\one and by itself. Because 
with him v is associated for ever his counterpart, 
his Master, Pa ram an am sa Ramakrishna, who was 
the fountainhead of all his inspiration. The son 
cannot be known ’'without (he father, and far more 
so, the discipte without the Guru. Arjuna cannot 
bsihflOwn without Sri Krishna. “Ramakrishna 
and Vivekananda are one as Guru and disciple, as 



teacher and messenger of the new *aith, the 
revivified Hinduism, the synthetic religion in which 
sectarianism is unknown.

striking experiments That all plants and every 
organ of every plant was excitable and r they 
gave an answering thrill to eur> exlennl blow, 
was fully demonstrated. 

For a simple demonstration of the principle of 
electric response, the lecturer put a member of the 
audience in connection with his eleciru recorder 
The experimental individual was then Mihycted to 
a stimulus of a pinch The individual j rceived 
this subjectively as a sensation of a soim \ hat pain- 
ful character. Simultaneously will* this was the 
objective outward demonstration of le j onse by 
means of an electric twitch as tiaced by tin* »;alvam>- 
metric recorder. Employing the identical expert- 
mental arrangement but substituting a plant for 
the human subject the answers of the plant to tbo 
various forms of stimuli were then exhibited. The 
plant gave a moderate' electric twitch in response 
to a gentle blow. But the matter did not stop here, 
for the consideration shown to the human subject 
was not extended to the. plant which was next 
subjected to various modes of intense stimulation 
such as those caused by pln-pricV, irritation by 
acids and a burn by' red-hot wire r To ail these, the 
responsive electric thrill manifested b\ the plaub 
was painful to' behold. — The response of different 
plants were often so characieristic as to reveal 
their identity by the peculiarity of then pulse- 
records. 

The lecturer discovered tbatat the Critical point of 
death a contractile spasm passed through the body 
of the plant, and by means of suitable appat atustlrc 
plant could be made to tecord its own death- 
curve.
